Pittsburg, 
Feb. I.—Edward Biddie 
, In jail dying. John Biddie riddled with 
buckshot and in a precarious condi­ 
tion. and Mrs. Peter K. Soffel lying in 
the hospital with a self-inflicted bullet 
wound in the breast, is the sequel of 
the sensational escape of the Biddle 
brothers from the Allegheny county 
jail aided by Mrs. Soffel, the wife of 
the jail warden, on Thursday morn­ 
ing. The story of the close of the Bid­ 
dle tragedy, which came at 5:45 last 
evening, is a thrilling one. 
The scene was a snow-covered road 
two miles east of Prospect, Butler 
county, near Mount Chestnut, and the 
exact place was at McClure’s barn, 
where two double-team sleighs, filled 
with eight officers, met the two Bid­ 
dles in a one-horse sleigh, stolen at 
Perrysville, and at once opened fire 
on the trio. 
The Biddles returned the fire after 
Jumping out of the sleigh. Mrs. Soffel 
was shot through the breast. Edward 
Biddle was shot in the left arm. in the 
breast and in one? leg. 
John Biddle 
was riddled with buckshot in the 
breast and head. 
The Pittsburg officer* were met at 
Butler yesterday afternoon by Deputy 
Sheriffs Rainey and Boon and Officers 
Frank Holliday and Aaron Thompson, 
the latter in command of Police Chief 
Robert Ray of Butler. 
The officers 
were certain that they were on the 
right trad 
It was only a question of 
Tote wh* n they would catch up to the 
escaping condemn* I murderers and 
their guilty companion. 
The Biddles and Mrs. Soffel ate din­ 
ner at Mt. Chestnut, five miles cast 
of Butler. 
Th* y had made a detour 
of the town of Butler and after going 
several miles east turned north and 
then wept 
The Pittsburg officers, 
only a few miles in the rear, took the 
wrong road for about eight miles, but 
when they found their mistake they 
made up for lost time by telephoning 
and 
telegraphing 
ahead 
for 
fresh 
horses. 
They reached Mount Chest­ 
nut not less than half sn hour after 
the Biddles and Mrs. Soffel. 
At this 
point William Watson, storekeeper, 
had fresh horses awaiting them, and 
the chase for life began anew. 
The two sleighs with the eight offi 
cers aboard started westward and met 
the 
Biddies and Mrs Soffel at Mc­ 
Clure's barn, two miles from Mount 
Prospect, The Biddles having learned 
that they were almost overtaken, and 
taking w’hat they considered the only 
chance they had, drove eastward and 
i met their doom. 
The Pittsburg and 
other officers were armed with Win­ 
chester rifles and revolvers of large 
i caliber. 
They shot to kill and their 
aim was perfect. The Biddles tried to 
I kill to the last of their string, but not 
one of the eight officers has a wound 
j as a result of the battle. 
When the detectives got within 
about 60 yards of the fugitives they 
opened fire. 
The Biddles promptly 
answered with shotgun and revolvers. 
Mrs. Soffel. too, stood up in the sleigh 
with a revolver in each hand and 
blazed away at her pursuers. 
When 
j Ed Biddle fell and she saw* she was 
about to be captured, she fired a bullet 
into her breast. 
An examination by 
physicians shows that she will recov 
er, as the bullet was deflected by h e r, 
corset and the wound is comparative-1 
ly slight. 
Ed Biddle got a bullet in j 
the breast, which penetrated his right 
j lung and will probably 
end his life. 
John Biddle may recover, his wounds j 
though numerous, failing to reach a I 
vital spot. The escape of the officers 
is miraculous. 
The Biddles have de­ 
monstrated on several occasions that 
they are good marksmen, and w hy, 
they should have failed to bring down 
their men Is a mystery. 
After the Biddles fell to the snow 
i covered ground the officers picked up ' 
the apparently lifeless bodies of Mrs. I 
Soffel and the Biddles and cam$ back 
to Butler, bringing the stolen sleigh,! 
patched up harness and worn-out horsr 
that the trio had tried so strenuously 
to get away with toward Canada and 
I liberty. 


Senate Doing*

Washington, Feb. I.—The senate 
committee on public buildings and 
grounds has authorized Senator Fair­ 
banks to make a favorable report on 
his bill providing for the erection of a 
new department building lh Washing­ 
ton on the site of the old Corcoran art 
gallery at the corner of 17th street and 
Pennsylvania avenue. 
The bill pro­ 
vides that the building shall be de­ 
voted to the use of the state depart­ 
ment and the department of justice 
and that spare shall be allotted In the 
building to the clerical force under the 
Immediate control of the president, 
and now finds working space in the 
White House. 
No appropriation is 
made, but authority is given to acquire 
the site and erect the building. The 
supervising architect estimates that 
a suitable building can be put up for 
$7,000,000. 


Great l^xw B t Sleet 
Memphis, Tenn., Feb. L*—The wea­ 
ther of the present week has brought 
disaster to ail the small and many 
larger towns and villages in the states 
of Tennessee, Arkansas and Mississip­ 
pi. 
It is difficult to estimate the 
amount of damage. 
It is known that 
at little Rock, Ark., alone, the dam­ 
age amounts to half a million dollars, 
and the footings altogether, it Is be­ 
lieved, wHl run up several millions 
Such a siege of sleet and cold rain 
is altogether unprecedented. In some 
places the ground has been covered 
with ice to a depth of six inches.

Mexico City, Feb. I.—In closing the 
Pan-American 
conference 
yesterday 
afternoon Ignacio Mariscai, minister 
of foreign affairs of the Mexican gov­ 
ernment, said in part: 
‘‘Overcoming 
the most serious difficulties, you have 
successfully reached the goal of your 
labors, and you deserve the congratu­ 
lations not only of the Mexican gov­ 
ernment, but of all lovers of moral 
promises and justice. 
You have ad­ 
vanced in practice the great principle 
of arbitration, the peaceful and edu­ 
cational solution of international con­ 
troversies, so as to render less fre­ 
quent the barbarous appeal to force. 
Ten delegations reached an agreement 
and signed a treaty of compulsory ar­ 
bitration with exceptions, similar to 
those that figured in the Washington 
treaty which miscarried In 1890, a fate 
which we may reasonably hope is not 
reserved for the present convention. 
Nevertheless, it is not the principal 
triumph obtained in the matter of ar­ 
bitration. That triumph is undoubted 
ly the unanimous agreement of all the 
delegates, in spite of their apparently 
radical divergence as to the applica­ 
tion of that great principle, to submit 
for settlement to the permanent arbi­ 
tration court of The Hague controver­ 
sies that arise among the governments 
of America due to the claims of pri­ 
vate individuals for indemnities and 
damages. As those claims at least In 
America, and in case where powerful 
nations are involved are without ques­ 
tion the most frequent sources of in­ 
ternational controversies, the Import­ 
ance of this achievement cannot be 
doubted. 
“When the convention in question 
once comes into force those complaints 
and claims which most inflame the 
minds of men and embitter interna­ 
tional relations, will be settled peace­ 
fully in the manner dictated by equity 
and the highest considerations of ex­ 
pediency. 
Finally you have unani­ 
mously agreed to recognize the prin­ 
ciples proclaimed by The Hague peace 
convention, and are prepared to be­ 
come parties to the conventions con­ 
cluded bv the conference. 
And in or­ 
der to secure admittance to one of 
them you have empowered the gov­ 
ernments of the United States and 
Mexico, who are among the signatory 
powers, to conduct the negotiations 
which 
such admittance entails; by 
this means all our sister nations of 
America will secure, among other ad­ 
vantages, a clear right to appeal to 
the eminent court established at the 
capital of the Netherlands, whenever 
they may desire that It should adjudi­ 
cate their controversies. 
In this re­ 
spect you have followed the wise sug 
gestions of the Washington govern­ 
ment." 
Continuing, Mr. Mariscai said: “Let 
us congratulate ourselves on the fact 
that this conference, in spite of the 
extremely delicate mission, has given 
rise to no conflicts in the true sense 
of the word. 
If at times threatening 
clouds darkened your horizon, they 
were soon dispelled by the potent in­ 
fluence of reason by which you have 
all been guided, and your labors have 
come to an end in the midst of seren­ 
ity and peace. Mexico feels satisfied, 
for she had no other reward for her 
efforts.”

House Passes the Perm anent Census 
Bureau B ill. 
Washington, Jan. 31.—Yesterday’s 
session of the 
senate was entirely 
devoid of the tumultuous scenes which 
| characterized the sessions of the past 
j three days. 
After the Philippine tariff 
measure was taken up at 2 o’clock, 
Mr. Tillman delivered a speech almost 
entirely devoted to a discussion of the 
part his state took in the war for the 
independence of the colonies. 
Inci­ 
dentally he referred occasionally to 
the pending bill, drawing morals as 
he said for the benefit of the majority 
that they might be applied to the 
Philippines. 
Prior to taking up the 
Philippine bill the senate passed a 
number of unobjected-to bills of the 
calendar. 
The house passed the bill for the 
creation of a permanent census bu­ 
reau. The friends of the civil service 
law, who were opposed to making the 
employes of the bureau eligible for 
transfer or retention, were overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated. 
By the terms of the 
bill the permanent organization will 
succeed the present temporary organ­ 
ization July I, 1902, and all employes 
on the rolls upon the date of the pas 
sage of the act will become eligible 
for transfer to other departments or 
retention in the permanent organiza­ 
tion. 
The bill also provides for a 
manufacturing census In 1905 and for 
the collection of certain special statis­ 
tics annually. 
Early in the session a 
bill was passed for the protection of 
the lives of miners In the territories.
